men who have climbed the heigbta of Fame and 
written their names in imperishable charaeters 
on the scroll of History, non.^ are more worthy 
of honor than he who hsa as his everlasting 
moBoaMat tka gratt Do*M of tk* National 
Cspilol at WaAiagtaa-^ Hoa. Riebard H. 
Stanton. 

Representative R. H. Stunton, member of 
Congraaa from tbe Maysville District, in 1852. 
faitrodaead ia th* Boom of Rapreaaatatlyes a 
bill appropriating $1,000,000 to erect the pres- 
ent lofty, artistic and sublime tower, known as 
the Dome of the Capitol. This mighty Dome 
is tk* T*iy poa^y of iaspirad arckiteetnre, and 
ia oonaidered tke rntnt boaatifal aad imposing 
piece of work ever executed by the hand of 
man. The old Dome, destroyed by fire in 1851, 
waaof wood, was alwsyi inadequate and was in- 
harmoaioos with the phyaioal oatlinee of the 
great etmctnre of the Capitol itaalf aad to tka 
lofty ideals of tbe millions of proud patriota 
who woald gaie upon the noble pile for genera- 
M*** to eaaa.

Although the Dome weighs over 8,000,000

Getting down from the sublime to th* ridt**

8,909,200 ponada, and is composed of two iron 
sheila, oa* vMla the otkar, for tka doaki* par 
poee of abMiib aal*8p*arf*aaai aaatraotiaa 
It is I ^ feet 5 Inches in diameter and coatfl, 
047,291.89. its 13 columns forming the laatera 
above tb* Dome staad for tke IS origfaial stataa ;

Late in the year 18.52 there was a bill before 
CongTeea for tke oreatioa of a territory tkat 
ahonid bear tka nam* of Cohmbli, aftwr tie 

^rcat river of the "WVat. Durin;; tho dckat* 
on the meaiiure Hepre.sontutive ijtaiitoti of Ken- 
tucky arose and said: 

"Air. Speaker, I have often wished that there 
should be crested out of our broad domaia a 
territory that should some day develop into a 
great state that should do honor to tbe Father 
of nur Country. I move you, sir, that the name 
Columbia be aticken from this bill and tliat the 
name of Waabingtonbeeobetitntediniu place." 

Tk* motioB wa* promptly approved, aad thus 
by a Uason county man wa* tbs name of Wash* 
ington beatowod upon a great Coounoaweallb 
in tbe Northwestern corner of onr Rspablio. 

Judge Staatoa was aot oaly a wi*e<Md patri- 
otie Btateem**, bat b* w** alao *a aM* aad 
eminent lawyer and juriat, deeply learned in 
and devoted to his profession and the author of 
numerous and valusblu treaties on legal snb- 
jecte. Be was an ornament to his koBMaoaity 
whom all ahonid delight to bonor'Hid better 
than all, he waj< thi> father of the immortal au- 
thor of "ThK UoDcyleas Man," Flenry T.Stan- 
ton. 

Daaial Beoa*, though a nativa of Feanaylva- 
nia, wa* on* of tk* original ploa**r* of If aye- 
ville, then known as Limestone. It was at 
Limestone about tbe year 1783, that the set- 
tlers, at the auggestion of Boone, held the lint s, 
council of war witk tke ladian Okief* of Okie, 
and in a grove below Lhaeatoae ere«k thr cel- 
ebrated i>ow-wow was held during the month of 
June. There was a great gathering of the 
white pioaeers of Keataoky aad t^, great In-, 
diaa CUab. Bar* tk* treaty wu formed by 
which pclaeaars *bonld b* exempted {rem toif 
tnre and tbe scalping knife, and exchanged as 
ia .the civil, war. Tha Indians agreed, with one 
coH*at, (bat ia gratefol **ai M i*iQ nd i i B at 
the treaty of LiiMaloB*, tkat if aay eafMve 
ahonid thereafter be take* by them from "the 
Dark and Bloody Gronad," as Kentucky was 
thea eall*d.tk*to*ptiv** *koaM b* treatfd with 
every pearibi* d*gNa*fl*aMr,aM it li wottky 
of record thatawkMe aMM waa tab**qnently 
captured by tk* ladtaa* aad tkat th* Utter, 
with the most sonpolous fidelity, folBlM tka 
pledge* iMda at tke tiaety* aad tka aaa waa 
latar rataraad t* Ml haa* aafa aai **aad. 

Dsniel Boone wsa illiterate, bnt in maay r»- 
specte he wss the equal of George Waahiagten, 
and poet eaael in aa emiaMit degree all of Wuh- 
l^[toa'* virto**. B*waa *is feat t*U,vi* qniat, 
brav* aal faarliaa arf «b* tbe aaal «( b*a*r. 
In truth, Baone was a aeeond Clneiaantus of 
tbe West. Washington w*a tbe Father of our 
Country; Boone wss ths Fathir and Fooadar ef 
Kentaoky, aad for * wbol* ye*r «** th* •oUtaiy 
wblt* p*f*oa t* d«*U>al*a* tai tkl* vaatdoauia 
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m^vt't oiaibiNdtoNlCtmr.

Ganston Hall was built by George Mason in 
1755 and waa named after his English ancestry.
